BANK SENT 100,000 TO ST. LOUIS) 
SUB-TREASURY. 


THEY WEIGHED 600 POUNDS 


Largest Consignment of the Little Sil- 
ver Shiners for Many a 
Day. 


The biggest single consignment of 10-cent 
Pieces recorded in St. Louis for many a 
day was forwarded to the United States 
subtreasury Friday afternoon by the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce. 

Just 60 pouds of the little silver dimes 
were placed aboard a well-guarded wagon 
and carried to Uncle Sam's depository in 
the Federal building. They filled ten sacks, 
each weighing 60 pounds, and the tetal rep- 
resented a circulation,.value of $10,000. 

While this is the largest consignment of 
dimes sent to the treasury department by 
any local bank this year, helf and whole 
dollar silver pieces to the amount of from 
$50,000 to $100,000 are depositea by the Bank 
of Commerce every wee

BD aggenes arranged in packages in 10 
ae each holding $10 in i-cent pieces. 
The large bag in which the smaller sacks 
were placed was about 2% by 1% feet in 
size and the weight was enormous for such 
a little package. A number of the bank's 
patrons require a large supply of penn es 
on pay days and often draw 2} or $40 worth 
at a time. 

The dimes deposited Friday came from 
correspondents throughout the courtry., a 
number of institutions sending in as much 
as $1000 worth at a single shipment.

__|It Has Baffled St. Louis 
Police for Months. 


INVENTOR NOW UNDER ARREST 
KATIE CASEY, SHOPLIFTER, CAP- 
TURED FRIDAY. 


Device Which She Used for Concealing 
Plunder Was in the Front of Her 
Skirt and Extended Nearly 
to Shoetops. 


Katie Casey, who was arrested Friday 
afternoon by Detectives Ziegler and Lawler, 
and who is now held at the Four Courts, 
received her tutelage in crime from women 
whom the police have pursued vigorously 
for years. 

Chief of Detectives Desmond thinks that 
the pupil has outstripped her teachers, and } 
he has congratulated his men on arresting 
a woman whom he thinks is one of the 
most expert shoplifters who ever operated 
in St..

The Same Plan May Be Tried 
in St. Louis. 


$5,000,000 PUT IN COMBINE 


THE PROFIT COMES IN SAVING IN 
“LONG HAULS.” 


A New York Syndicate is Backing the 
Schteme, Which May Be Put in 
Operation by the First of 
Next Year. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 6-—Five million dollars 
is the amount that New York and Chicago 
capitalists are about to invest in buying 
three hundred retail coal yards of this city, 
according to John C. Fetzer, manager for 
the McCormick properties and agent for 
the new combination. Options, according 
‘“o Mr Fetzer. have been secured on more 
than half of the three hundred yards de- 
sired, and business will begin under the 
new plan by Jan. 1 next. 

The same syndicate expects to invade the 
St. Louls field and inaugurate the same 


system there. ‘ 
“This project,”” said Mr. Fetzer, “is not 
an attempt to monopolize the retail coal 
business of Chicago. There are between 
600 and 700 coal yards in the city, so it is 
apparent that we are not trying to get half 
of the total number. Why do we wish 
ards? As an investment, and because we 
elieve there is money in the retail coal 


business properly handled. What we pro- 
pose is to have enough yards scattered 


throughout the city to enable us to take 
orders everywhere and deliver to customers 


from the nearest yard. 

“With 300 yards it will not be necessary 
for us to haul coal more than a mile for 
any delivery in the city. At present North 
Side dealers haul coal to the South Side and 
vice versa, because they have customers 
who are friends and who remove from one 
side of the city to another. It costs the 
retail dealer now, under the schedule of 
the teamsters’ union, 50 cents a fon to 
deliver coal within two miles, and 5 cents 
a mile for each additional mile. On a 
haul of six miles this amounts to 20 cents 
out of his profit, which ordinarily does 
not amount to more than 3 cents a ton. 

‘With a haul of not more than a mile in 
arry case we can prose? reduce the cost 
of delivery to_ considera ly less than 90 
cents a ton. There will be other ways of 
economizing; doing a great business it Is 
reasonable to suppose that we can buy for 
less than the small dealer, and, in general, 
a large business can be handled much less 
expensively than a small one. 

In purchasing no great importance is at- 
tached by the new company, according to 
Mr. Fetzer, to the size of the yards; smal! 
ones. are as acceptable as large ones, p 0O- 
vidi they are conveniently located and 
can readily enlarged. The principal 
idea in the purchases, it is said, is to buy 
existing business rather than to attempt 


to create it. 

Who is back of Mr. Fetzer is a question 
concerning which coal men are speculating. 
The McCormick manager himself preserves 
silence on this point, “My principal is a 
very wealthy man,” he says, ‘‘and has as- 
sociated with him capitalists who are good 
for much more than $5,000,000. I am not 
directly interested in the matter; I am 
only an agent for accomplishing the pur- 
chases. o, I won't tell who my principal 
is. further than to say that he is a New 
York man.” 

It is said by authorities on the coal trade 
that there may possibly be a plan of the 
railroads owning the anthracite coal supply 
to secure, through the Fetzer scheme, an 
economical distribution of coal, preventing 
a giut in the supplies carried by retailers 
and maintaining high prices. A statement 
from the Bast yesterday was to the effect 
that retail dealers who had complained of 
the situation consequent upon the_ coal 
strike had been told that the trust had a 
man ready to buy them out and they would 
do well to sell. The aim of the trust, ac- 
cording to the story, is to make every retail 
Gealer eventually its agent. Coal dealers 
ot | that it would easily be possible for the 
railroads owning the anthracite to place 
their products with favored retailers only 
should they wish to do so.

The experience of Australia in preventing strikes Ought to be 
Studied by labor unionists; monopolists holding property by di- 
vine right, and judges who issue injunctions. 

Strikes in Australia are like snakes in Yreland—there aren't 
any. 

Some time ago an act was passed modeled upon the New Zea- 
Jand law. It created a court of arbitration composed of »three 
judges elected by delegates of labor unions, three elected by 
employers’ waesociations and one appointed by the government. 
This last must be a Judge of thé Supreme Court and is ex-officio 
President of the court. 

A few weeks ago the miners’ union and the operators got into 
& squabble. A strike was threatened which would have involved 
more than 20,000 miners. 

But there was no strike. 

The labor union, unable to reach an agreement with the em- 
ployers’ union, appealed to the court. 

This tribunal forbade the operators to close down any mine. 
or to dismiss any miners for reasons connected with the ques+ 
tion before the court. Then the case was called for a hearing on 
ita merits. Not a miner lost a day's wages, the employers lost 
no profit,\the business of the commonwealth was not upset by an 
ingane wrangle between unreagonable and pugnactous persons, 
and everybody was satisfied. c

Since Monroe's 
announcement the most definite rendering of it is Secretary Ol- 
ney’s “On the American continent the United States is practi- 
cally supreme. Its flat is law.” 

But immediately the question arises: 

It depends upon circumstances. 

This uncertaint; has been preserved by American statesmen 
since Monroe's time. It is one of the best proofs of American 
skill in diplomacy, “Keep them guessing.”’ That has been the 
policy in the past and will cortinue to be so in the future,

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A CHILDREN’S COURT IN NEW YORK. 


New York City has just opered a special court for the trial of 
children charged with law-breaking. It is a police court without 
any of the atmosphere of such a place, and its aim will be to 
save rather than punish. : 

The first case tried was that of a little girl of 18, who had 
stolen a $20 bill to relieve her family of want, her faitther having 
been for somes time out of work. This shows the kind of special 
work that such courts are called upon to do. The fact that she 
is a subject for a childgen’s court, with its humane ideals and 
methods, may save this girl from moral ruin and be the means 
of her reformation. 

In reporting the case a New York paper says that St. Louis, 
among other cities, has a juvenile court This is not correct. 
We have a probstionary officcr, but no juvenile or children’s 
court. The Post-Dispatch has shown the great need for such a 
court, and a movement fs on foot to bring about its creation. 
It will be the means of saving many children from degradation. 


It is very good news that a force of only 18,000 men will be 
sufficient to take care of the Philippines. There could hardly 
be a worse place for our soldiers than these tropical islan’s, 
whose climate is much more to be dreaded than the poor litte 
Filipinos with their American ideas of independence. 
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Doubtless every American with no beet-sugar interest would be 

pleased to see Cuba annexed to the United States; but this an- 

nexation should come, not from our zreed, but from the con- 

rent of the Cuban people. It would be piratical to seize the island 
and forcibly annex it.

If the Boers had swapped justice for a litte mo e force 
their sovereignty would now be full of the odor of sanct{ly. 
So Poland, whose sovereignty was inviolab.e and sacre., b, 
was violated and desecm@ted. 

Our national existence depends upon the force actuai or po- 
tential which protects it. The Monroe doctrine is no mere formu- 
la. It te a fact of blood and iron, without any alloy of sentiment. 

William Hohenzo.lern and the other effete d sp ts resjecst th® 
doctrine, not because it is right or just, b.t Lecau e if tiey 
don’t they will be made to feel the butt end of Yanke: wrath.

The problem of man’s assuming a copsist-

natural causes. 

Strictly speaking, there are no accidents 
in nature. Modern science has taught us 
that when an earthquake, a cyclone, a 
drouth, a» tidal wave, a flood, or a light- 
ning flash cause loss of life, the event was 
as much under the chntrol of natural law 
as the conunuous, orderly phenomena that 
are not destructive. . 

But as far aa @e are personally con- 
cerned destructive natural happenings out 
of the ordinary are just as much accidents 
as the derailment of traina or the burst-~- 
ing of botlera. We can neither foresee nor 
prevent these accidents in the realms of 
nature. 

The cruption of Krakatoa and of Pelee, 
the drouth of last year in this country and 
that of this vear im Australia. the torna- 
does. the frosts that killed the rorthern 
peach crop, the a. of 
blights and noxiovs in these come 
upon us as accidents and strain our faith 
in the beneficence of the scheme of. things 

Standing under a lightning-blasted tree 
a few davs ago, I was strongly impressed 
by this thought of the uncerta'nty of life 
and the tragedy of these phenomena in 
which nature seems to let go her control 
and heedlessiy wreaks injury and death 
upon wnoffending and beautiful objects. 
The tree, a fine oak, had been flourishing 
in pérfect vigor and comelinese net! “© 
ewift descending fire enshrouded it, ripping 
off bark from top to root, on every side, as 
though a monstrous tiger had played, 
sharpening its claws at the expense of the 
tree's life. One can but ask the question, 
Why should nature devote long years to 
producing a living object, dowering it with 
beauty and strength, only to slay it in a 
moment? 

And the same question must be asked in 
regard to the people of St. Pierre, and the 
eattle, birds, bees, trees and flowers that 
were swept out of existence in a moment. 
Why? 

Upon the answer to this question must 
depend our attitude towards nature. Can 
it be answered? 

For some of the destructive phenomena of 
mature that were once looked upon as acci- 
dents or ‘visitations of Providence.’" man 
has found remedies. We no longer submit 
to be preyed upon by wild beasts, plagues, 
fires or floods. And we are learning slow- 
ly to control the lightning. A proper con- 
ductor fixed to a tree will save the tree 
from death or injury by the lightning 
fiash. Cleanliness and obedience to hy- 
gienic lawe will prevent ep'demic sickness. 
Conservation of water will prevent ury 
from drouth. Proper control of rivers and 
atreame will prevent destructive floods. 
Fetentifie construction of bulldings -and 
cons‘ant watchfulness will prevent de- 
structive fires 

It ie in these triumphs of man over nature

Free to wander at will anywhere inside 
ihe confines of the state of Minnesota, and 
yet dead in the eyes of the law,’ the posi- 
tion of the Younger brothers is a peculiar 
one. 

By their actions during the 3% long, weary, 
heart-breaking years they passed inside the 
etate prison, and by their demeanor since 
-heir release on parole a year ago, they 
have won many friends, yet the law de- 
clares the two men outuaws—legally dead— 
who must forever remain inside of the state 
of Minnesota, where they were convicted 
and sentenced to imprisonment for life for 
the part they played in the raid on the 
Bank of Northfield.

To James Younger belongs the credit for 
having started the present library in the 
state prison. It was he who gave money 
for the purchase of books, and it was he 
who was responsible for the starting of 
the Prison Mirror, a monthly publication 
devoted to the interests of the prisoners. 

That the Youngers are loyak.to the state 
to which they belonged in — and that 
they were willing to lay down their lives 
for.it, if necessary, was shown severa: 
years ago, when fire broke out in the 
prison. 

The Youngers who by their conduct 
had won the respect of the prison officials. 
asked permission to assist in the work of 
rescuing the convicts, whose lives were

Later, the James brothers the three 
Youngers, Charles Pitts and Clell Miller 
robbed a Missouri Pacific train at Otter- 
ville, Mo., securing $17,500. 

In 1876 they decided to rob the bank at 
Northfield, Minn., on Sept. 7. The band 
consisted of Bob, Cole and James Young- 
er, Bill Chadwell, Clem Miller, Jesse 
James and Charley Pitts,who it has always 
been claimed was Frank James, although 
Frank denies that he was at Northfiei.

Left by Dead Man in 
Los Angeles. 


AMERICUS, Ga., Sept. 6—Judge James 
A.- Hixon, a prominent attorney of Amer- 
icus and a member of the next g-neral as- 
sembly from Sumter, returned here »es.er- 
day from Los Angeles, Cal., where he aas 
been for nearly a month past tn the inter- 
est of the Americus claimants to the for- 
tune of $143,000 left by Charics Hil, an 
eccentric old man who died in a hospitul at 
Los Angeles several months ago. The stury 
of Hill's demise and the searcna for his hers 
is well known over the viate, and forms 
an interesting chapter as far as it has 
progressed. , 

Judge Hixon prosecuted a _ vigorous 
search for additional testimony suppo-t.n;s 
his claims in behalf of the Amevicus nili.s 
of Hill, and feels fully confident that they 
will eventually be awarded the money by 
the California authoritics.- He has ev)- 
dence of the most positive and convincing 
nature supporting his claims. 


Did Not Die
